Winkle, complaining that no rules were 
posted In the shop, to which the presi- 
dent replied that the men had neglected 
to keep them up, and they had become 
lost or destroyed; that thereupon Mc-

and rules framed by the president were 
posted in lieu of those submitted by the 
lodge. This caused a kick from a com- 
mittee consisting of T. E. Whitaker, J. 

Thomas and C. T. Kent, and Mc- 
Cabe wrote a letter notifying the’ presi- 
dent of the works that if the matter 
was not adjusted satisfactorily by March 
$i, there would be trouble. 

Thereafter the defendants ordered the 
strike, and a large number of the ma- 
chinists walked out, after which, peti- 
tioner charges. the lodge and its mem- 
bers posted pickets at the fery gates 
of their premises, at the ends of the 
car lines, and at the passenger aepots 
to dissuade other machinists and those 
who remained at work from working for 
‘the Van Winkle company. The com- 
pany charges that this was an unlawful 
combination between the lodge 
machinists, its real , purpose being to 
unionize the shops, to prevent the em- 
ployment of machinists not members of 
tfe order, to fix wages irrespective of 
the rights of employers, and to force

Had He Recovered, Family Would 
Have Attempted to Overcome the 
Sensational Charges Against 
Him by a Plea of. 
Insanity. 


New York, April 22.—Benediect Gim- 
bel, the wealthy Philadelphia mer- 
chant who cut his throat and wrist 
with brokep glass in a hotel in Ho- 
boken, soon after he had been arrested 
on serious charges in this city, died 
at St. Mary’s hospital, Hoboken, early 
this morning. His wife was at his 
bedside, also two brothers, one from 
Milwaukee and another from Phila- 
delphia. 

The arrest of Mr. Gimbel, a man oO 
wealth, member of a prominent and 
prosperous family and with a‘*spotless 
reputation, caused great surprise. 
Thursday afternoon he was taken from 
a cab in this city. while in *company 
with Iver Clark, a !6-year-old boy, by 
two detectives, who acted on the com- 
plain of Clark’s parents. Gimbel, ac- 
cording to the detectives, offered them 
$2,000 {f they would release him. The 
detectives apparently “consented, and 
demanding: the cash were driven by 
Gimbel to the banker's office here and 
given $2,000. They then informed 
Gimbel that charges of attempted brib- 
ery would be placed against him and 
took him to the district attorney's of- 
fice. where it is alleged Gimbel of- 
fered Assistant District Attorney Kros- 
tel any amount of money to gain his 
release. 

Cut Throat With Glass. 

Gimbel was released on heavy ball 
and started ostensibly for his home in 
Philadelphia. He never reached there. 
Instead he went to the Palace hotel, 
in Hoboken, and there with jagged 
glass obtained from a water pitcher 


cut his throat in many places and: 


gashed his left wrist. It was thought 
for a time that his life might be 
saved, but Sunday he began suddenly 
to fail and late last night hope was 
abandoned.

TO FEED THEM ON MOLASSES, 


Experiment to Be Made on Negroes 
in Louisiana. 


New Orleans, April 22.—Announce- 
ment was made tonight that nine negro 
inmates of the parish jail will be used 
by the state board of health in a five 
weeks’ test to learn whether sugar 
molasses, as it has been manufactured 
in Louisiana for many years, is injuri- 
ous to human health. Sulphuric acid 
is used in the Loutfsiana process, and 
the use of this chemical was recently 


/ stopped under an Interpretation of the 


pure food law. The experiment con- 
sists in feeding the negroes plenty of 
molasses and making blood tests. 
President Irion, of the state board, 
said that no possible harm could come 
to. the negroes. He said that, although 
the Washington authorities are not 
participating in the experiment, Dr. 
N. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry, is watching it with interest.

Thirteen cases of shooting with 
attempt to kill, thirteen of conspiracy, 
six of dynamiting and two of robbery by 
threats and menaces are charged against 
the men, who are alleged to be the lead- 
ers of the “Black Hand.”’ 

Hundreds of foreign families tn this 
section have for seVeral years lived in 
a state bordering on terror as a result of 
threats made by this mysterious organi- 
zation, which in many cases have heen 
followed up with murder. The Pennsyl- 
vania constabulary has given much atten- 
tion to the “Black Hand.’ The men on 
trial were arrested in February at the 
instance of District Attorney Salesburg. 

Thirty men were captured and, with 
the exception of ten, who were released 
after habeas corpus proceedings, were 
held without bail for trial.

Realizing that its methods are outlawed by public sentiment, if not by 
statute, there is authoritative evidence that a certain element in the New 
York Cotton Exchange is planning to bring about a much-needed reforma- 
tion in its system of dealing. Whether it will succeed or not, will depend 
very much upon the strength of that element which insists-that the ex- 
change shall continue to be used as a battering ram against the price of the 
south’s great staple. 

Recently the New York Cotton Exchange has been little heard from. 
The unpleasant notoriety into which it was brought as the result of its 
devious business methods has contributed to eliminate it largely from the 
trading field. Thgse who have sought contracts have gone elsewhere for 
them, and the New York brokers who depend upon the exchange for their 
trading have had comparatively a quiet time of it. 

The brokers and others interested are well awdre of the conditions which 
have brought about this situation of affairs. Such serious inroads have 
these conditions made upon their business, that self-preservation demands an 
activity in behalf of new and better and more honest methods. 

That there is a contest going on within the inner circle of the exchange 
there is no doubt. What it will resul€ in ig questionable, but those who 
are involved and interested in the situation may as well realize once for all 


"ithat the public is not going to be satisfied with any half-way measures, such 


as the attempted compromise of a few weeks ago, which amounted to noth- 
ing more than the dropping of two low grades of cotton—grades so low that 
they were scareely ever dealt in anywhere except on the New York Cotton 
Exchange. 

in this reformation they must realize that NOTHING WILL BE AC- 
CEPTABLE SHORT OF THE COMPLETE ELIMINATION OF A SYSTEM 
LWHICH QUOTES FUTURES AT 11-2 TO 2 CENTS BELOW THE ACTUAL 
SPOT MARKET PRICE OF COTTON. 

It is not am answer to say that the future quotations are based on a 
lower grade. ‘This fact,,.which is not of common knowledge, does not and 
cannot relieve the pressure on the spot market which the low quotation is 
bound to exert. 

In other words, there must be a correspondence both in grade and in 
price between the future quotations and the actual spot market. On no 
other basis than this can the New York Cotton Exchange hope to reestab- 
lish itself, and unless its reformation takes this direction, it might as well 
go out of business. z

Secretary Wilson Tfre- 
ports that on the first of this year in- 
spection was being conducted in 644 
establishments, as compared with 154 
establishments inspected on the date 
the new meat inspection law went into 
effect. During July, August and Sep- 
tember of last year 9,683,066 carcases 
were inspected and during the last three 
mo@ths of the year 13,262,576 were in- 
spected., 

Of the result of the opera- 
t'on of the new law has been the sacri- 
fice of a large quantity of meat which 
was declared unfit for use. This the 
packers were forced to throw away or 
use in fertilizers instead of converting 
it into ‘“‘embalmed” beef. which was fed 
to the American soldier during the Span- 
iIsh-American war, and was probably 
consumed in large quantities by the pub- 
lic, both here and abroad, before the dis- 
closures were made, which so seriously 
crippled the business of the large packing 
houses. A better condition of things has 
been brought about, however, and the 
legitimate business of the packers has 
been vastly increased. although some 
of the unjust profits formerly secured 
have been curtailed. 

Meat That Is Fit for Human Food. 

Inspectors are not permitted to label 
any carcass Or any part of the meat of 
the animal or any food product made 
therefrom, until he has actually inspected 
{t, and found {t to be sound, healthful, 
wholesome and fit for human food: that 
{t has been prepareq under proper sanit- 
tary conditions, and not subjecteq to 
the use of dyes, chemicals. preserva- 
tives or other substances, which would 
render the meat unfit for human con- 
Sumption. No preservatives nor chem- 
lcals except common salt and sugar, 
wood smoke, vinegar, pure Spices and 
Salitpeter may be used on any meat or 
meat food product, if it is to bear the 
legend, “l. S. Inspected and Passed. 
The man who formerly thought it was all 
right to use a _ little borax, a little 
Salicylic acid, a Httle aniline dye and a 
little preservaline to make sausage, has 
been reform his business. 

That the execution of the meat inspec- 
tion law has vastly improved and jin- 
creased the trade in meat food products 
in this country, is probably known to 
everyone. That similar conditions pre- 
vail abroad, as the result of the govern- 
ment’s vigilance, may judzeq from 
the following letter from the American 
consul general, Robert J. Wynne, of 
London: 

“Following the promulgation of the new 
meat-inspection law in the United States, 
the canned-meat trade according to 
latest advies, rapidly increasithe. and it 
appeavs likly that within a Very short 
time the coheumption will be as large as 
forinerly. The regulations are SO ‘rigid 
and the packers, it would appear, are so 
eager to carry them out to the letter 
that they are introducing many new 
ideas and methods, whtch will entirely 
disarm adverse criticism in the future. 
Published figures show that-the growth 
the export trade in meats of various 
kinds from the United States during the 
last twelve months has been wonderful.

Liverpool Cables Were

New York, April 22.—The cotton mat 
ket was rather less active today, and 
fluctuations were narrow and irregular, 
with the close steady at a net decline of 
3@5 points. Sales for the day were es- 
timated at 150,000 babes. 

The opening was steady at a net de 
Cline of 3@6 points in response to lower 
Livenpool cables, and a rather better 
weather map than had been looked for, 
owing to further rains, in the southwest. 
But offerings were light, and there was 
a sharp demand for the near months on 
prices rallied to within a point or two 
of Saturday's soon after the opening. 
(Later the market sagged off in the ab- 
sence of a broadening demand, but May 
heiqd a premium of about 2%63 points 
oven July, and after sagging off to about 
the opening figures, prices held pretty 
Steady during the afternoon. “The close 
was at practically the lowést point of 
the session under scattering liquidation, 


or realizing by buyers of last week. The}: 


decline in Laverpool futures was attrib- 
uted to American selling, which was be- 
lieved to be undoing straddles and the 
buying of May here early was credited 
to the same account. The first May no- 
tice day comes on Friday, and the 
strength of thet position suggests that 
the «oncentrated long interest is planning 
to take wp all cotton tendered. The New 
Orleans estimate for tomorrow was rath- 
@€r heavy, but exports for the day were 
nearly 30,000 bales heavier than the port 
receipts, and frost was again predicted 
for northern Texas ang the territories, 
while there was reports that replanting 
would be necessary in Mississippt. Gouth- 
ern spot markets were unchanged to %c 
higher.

Prices con- 
tinued strong, and became very active 
in the late afternoon session on sharp 
advances being scored in the Harri- 
man Pacifices and Copper. The closing 
was strong and active. 
COTTON—The cotton market ruled 
quiet with easier prices. The opening 
was lower in sympathy with the de- 
cline in Liverpool. The weather map 
indicated rains all over the belt on 
Sunday, while cold weather prevailed 
in many parts of Texas, and frosts 
over night in other parts of the belt. 
No doubt the weather and the present 
crop movement showed further desire 
to cover their May options, and this 
month was firm in spite of easier prices 
ruling in other months. As the time 
approaches for the final disposition. of 
the May options there seems to develop 
more or less of a short interest. It is 
thought in well-informed quarters that 
the bull crowd have a pretty good con- 
trol of May, and wtll use every effort 
to drive the shorts to cover. We be- 
lieve that temporarily the market will 
advance, but that the distant months 
should be sold on all rallies.

SENTIMENT COOD 
N STOCK MARKET 


Trading Continues in Profes- 
sional Hands 


Volume of Dealings Not Noticeably 
Large, and Business Was Unduly 
Congested in a Few Specula. 
tive Favorites as for 
Some Time -Paat. 


New York, April 22.—While the day’s 
transactions on the stock exchange were 
generally inclined to be largely in pro- 
fessional hands, advances in prices wae 
recognized as a reflection of real .im- 
provement in sentiment toward the end. 
The volume of the dealings wag not no- 
ticeable and business was unduly con- 
gested in a few speculative favorites in 
the eame way ag for some time past. The 
manner in which prices rose also failed 
to carry conviction of a response to the 
demand simpiy to secure additional hold- 
ings at the best possible term. The object 
as well of raising the level of prices was 
obvioug in some of the most conspicuous 
cases. (But the important feature of the 
market wa sthat the _ rise, however 
brought about, did not bring out impor- 
tant offerings for sale. It ig this condi- 
tion of the market that causeg uneasiness 
in the outstanding short interest which is 
admittedly still large. The bear position 
is based on the usual precedent of a 
slow, sagging tendency of prices after 
the first reboung from such a vioient fall 
as occurred last month. The existence 
of thig persistent short interest in the 
market invites attack by an opposing 
bull party in the speculation as soon as 
the market is freea from actual iiquida- 
tion on advances. ‘There wag little to 
show absorption of today beyond the nar- 
row professional impetus which indicated 
news of events or changés of conditions, 
werg given little responsibility for the. 
day’s movement. A good effect was 
caused by the downward tendency of 
time money rates, which w@g looked On 
as a better index of the real money situ- 
ation than the deteriorating condition of 
the banks. The large loan expansion of 
the last two weeks is not regarded as 
due to demand for credits in anything 
like the proportion of the loan increase 
as that is due largely to the transfer of 
loang to the New York banks, which 
were previously carried by interior panks 
and by trust companies. This course of 
New York bank loans is thug in reality a 
sign of relaxation rather than of stiffen- 
ing money markets. The same thing is 
true of the remitting of funds from Lon- 
don to Paris, which represents a pay- 
ment of issues formerly issued anu 
prompted by the present ease of money 
ndon.

The feeling in the wheat pit was 
nervous al day, and prices fluctuated 
within a i-cent range. At the open- 
ing the market was inclined to be 
weak because of milder weather in the 
northwest, and the size of the world’s 
shipments for the week, the total 
movement . being 1!2,656,000 bushels, 
against 9,256,000 for the same week 
last year. At the end of the first hour 
a sharp rally was caused by reports 
from tne southwest of damage to the 
growing crop.

Memphis, 
his speech at a reception given in his 
honor by the merchants’ exchange here 
today, President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern Railway Company, declared 
that the regults accomplished for the 
good of the country by the ratilroads in 
extending their lines into unoccupied 
territory ang seeking new resources to be 
developed in territory already occupied, 
would have been impossible had they 


| been hampered and restricted by a spirit 


of popular and legislative antagonism and 
by aggressive and restrictive laws. 

President Finley spoke on the 
portance of transportation to commerical 
development and the dangers to commer- 
cial prosperity jn legislation crippling the 
railroads. The common carriers are not 
opposed to legislative regulation within 
proper limitations, he said, but there is 
a point beyond where legislation ceases 
to be regulative, and becomes destruc- 
tive. Laws for the regulation of rail- 
roads to be just and equitable must be 
afforded protection for the roads as well 


as for the public. 
As to Capitalization. 

On the question of capitalization and of 
fower passenger rates, Mr. Finley said: 

“This whole question of capitalization 
is one that interests security holders 
rather than the shipping public—the buy- 
ers of transportation. Capitalization does 
not affect rates. No one of the critics 
of railway capitalization has ever sug- 
gested any practicable method of basing 
rates on capital, It cannot be done, and 
President Hadley, of Yale, one of the 
most profound students of transportation 
problems, was right when he said that 
railway men ‘do not try to make their 
rates correspond to their capital.’ In 
practical experience it is found to be 
impossible. It is found that rates have 
to be so adjusted as to move commodi- 
ties to competitive markets in competi- 
tion with the products of rival produc- 
ing localities, in competition with other 
carriers, @nd in competition with other 
similar products. The rates that will at- 
tract traffic and that will enable pro- 
ducers in the territory contiguous to a 
railway to expand their markets and 
increase their production must be accept- 
ed, or the business will not move. The 
present system of rate adjustment in 
accordance with economic laws has re- 
sulted in buildIng up the existing stu- 
pendous business structure of the United 
States on the basis of the lowest freight

ASPHALT TRUST 
AS A SQUEEZER 


Charges Against the Com- 
bine Filed V. h Com- 
merce Commission, 


Washington, April 22.—An 

complaint directed against the so-called 
asphalt trust, was filed today with the 
interstate commerce commission. The 
tile of the case is the American Asphalt 
Association against the Unitah Rallway 
Company. 
The complainant is engaged in the min- 
ing and shipping of gilsonite from Utan 
and in the conversion of gilsonite into’a 
commercial product, asphaltum. 

The defendant operates a railroad line 
between Dragon, Utah, and Mack, Colo., 
a ance of 54 miles. The Gilson As- 
phaltum Company, controlled by the Bar- 
ber Asphalt Paving Company, according 
to the petition, operates gilsonite mines 
in competition with the complainant, near 
Dragon. It ig alleged that the railroad 
company, the Gilson company and the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company are all 
corporations subsidiary to the general 
asphalt company, commonly known aé 
the asphalt trust. 

The complainant says it is charged 50 
cents a hundreg pounds for the transpor- 
tation of gilsonite fram Dragon to Mack, 
although the railroad company transports 
live stock between the same points at the 
rate of $26 a car, and commodities gen- 
erally at like low rates. It is claimed 
that the tariffs filed by the interstate 
commerce commission by the railroads 
are not observed, and that the complain- 
ant is subject to excessive charges, dis- 
criminationg and injustice. TRe com- 
plainant does not know what the railroad 
charges the Gilson company, but says it 
would make no difference what the charge 
might be, as being controlled by the as- 
phalt trust it simply would be taking 
money out of one pocket and putting it 
into another. 

It is alleged also that the railroad fur- 
nishes free transportation to the officials 
of the complaint’s competitor companies. 
The commission is requested to adjust the 
charge made for the carrying of freight 
on a just and reasonable basis, to give 
the complainant reparatory damages in 
the sum of $10,000 and to issue orders 
to prevent a continuance of the discrimi- 
nation against the complainant.

Major William P. Dearing, 
years, a prominent citizen of 
and a confederate soldier, died yesterday 
morning at 2 o'clock after being ill a 
week at the family residence, 64 East 
Harris street. 

He ‘s survived by four children—two 
daughters, Mrs. J. H. Adams and Miss 
Jessie Dearing, and two sons, 8, T. 
Dearing, of New York city, and Kennon 
Dearing, of Atlanta. He is also survived 
by his mother, Mrs. W.:E. Dearing, and 
one sister, Mrs, Andrew W. Summers, of 
Augusta. 

The funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock at All Saints’ 
church, Rev. C. B. Wilmer officiating, 
and the interment will be in Westview 
cemetery. The following friends and 
conyades of Major Dearing will act as 
pallbearers: James Griffin, C. W. Motes, 
Colonel J. Colton Lynes, General A. J. 
Wiest, Colonel Dick Milledge and Dalton 
Mitchell. 

Major Dearing was a member of one 
of the most prominent families in Au- 
gusta, Ga., his father being one of the 
foremost physicians of that city. He en- 
listed in the confederate armysxgt Au- 
gusta, and was assigned to duty on the 
staff of General M. A. Stovall, acting as 
captain on the staff. He took a promi- 
nent part in the battles of Atlanta and 
on July 22 had two horses shot and 
killed under him. For his bravery on the 
field he was promoted to the office of 
major. 

‘After the war Major Dearing lived in 
Oxford, Ga., from which place he moved 
to Atlanta in 1895, where he has since 
lived. In 1900. Major Dearing organized 
the maimed confederate veterans in 
special battalion and carried them to the 
confederate reunion at Louisville, Ky., 
where their appearance created wide 
comment and the greatest enthusiasm. 

Tham Major Dearing there was no bet- 
ter known survivor of the civil war in 
Atlanta. Many of his former war com- 
rades live here, among them being L. P. 
Thomas, W. Lowndes Calhoun, W. H. 
Hulsey, General A. J, West and others, 
all of whom he saw service with in the 
bloody days of the sixties.
